Dayan: Israel will not negotiate 
with a pistol against its head 


^ OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Jan. 16 (R). — The foreign ministers of Egypt, 
(sraei and the United States gathered here tonight for Middle East peace 
>: talks in an atmosphere clouded by a last-minute dispute. U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance flew to Jerusalem a day late and went straight into talks 
with Israel’s Prime Minister Menachem Begin and Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan to prepare for tomorrow’s opening conference session. 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Jan. 
16 (R). — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan warned today 
that Egypt could not put a 
pistol to Israel’s head in the 
Middle East peace talks due to 
start here tomorrow. 

He said Israel was satisfied 
with the terms of the talks 
agenda, hammered out in a di- 
spute which at one time yes- 
terday appeared to put the 
whole meeting in jeopardy. 

Talking to Israeli diplomatic 
correspondents Mr. Dayan said 
that for all Israel’s desire for 
peace It could not give every- 
thing Egypt wanted if this me- 
ant endangering Israel's secur- 
ity. • 

Mr. Dayan praised the Egyp- 
tian peace initiative that began 
with President Anwar Sadat’s 
visit to Jerusalem last Novem- 
ber but he added : “Better thx*l 
this initiative should slip thro- 
ugh our fingers than that Isra- 
el’s security and existence sho- 
uld be jeopardised." 

Mr. Dayan said he was satis- 
fied with the agenda worked 
out by Israel and Egypt for 
the joint political talks open- 
ing here tomorrow. 

The agenda 

According to the Israeli di- 
plomatic correspondents who 
talked to Mr. Dayan, the agen- 
da will include: 

1) a declaration of princi- 
ples to serve as a basis for a 
comprehensive Middle East se- 
ttlement. 

2) directives concerning the 
problems of the West Bank and 
Gaza. The correspondents said 
there were two versions of this 
point : the Israeli one referring 
to “Judea-Samaria and the ter- 
ritory of Gaza” and the Egyp- 
tian one mentioning the “West 
Bank of the Jordan and terri- 
tory of Gaza". 


3) discussion of the terms 
of a peace treaty between Is- 
rael and its neighbours on the 
basis of United Nations Reso- 
lution 242 which calls for Is- 
rael’s withdrawal from all the 
occupied territories. 

The main bone of contention 
which almost brought about a 
rupture in the negotiations con- 
cerned point number two.

Sporadic shelling in 
south Lebanon breaches 
4-month-old ceasefire 


BEIRUT, Jan. 16 (Agencies) — 
Rival factions traded artillery 
fire in southeast Lebanon ear- 
ly today, the third breach of 
the ceasefire in 48 hours, corre- 
spondents said.

Bonn denies plan to 
finance Palestinian 
resettlement 


BONN, Jan. 16 (R). — West Ge- 
rmany yesterday denied a Kuwa- 
iti newspaper report that it 
had offered to finance a proje- 
ct under which Palestinian re- 
fugees would be settled in Jo- 
rdan and Lebanon. 

“The report stems from the 
realms of fantasy," a foreign 
ministry spokesman comment- 
ed. 

The newspaper Al Anba’ said 
todag^the West German plan 
involved the dissolution of the 
yx Relief and Works Agency 
yfor Palestinian refugees (UN- 
f RWA) and a three-year progra- 
„m me for developing the Jord- 


anian and Lebanese economies 
to ease the absorption of the 
refugees. 

Observers here noted that 
the reported project for settl- 
ing Palestinians in Jordan and 
Lebanon contradicted official 
West German policy of supp- 
ort for the creation of a Pales- 
tinian homeland. 

Officials recalled that Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt last mo- 
nth promised Middle East co- 
untries increased aid from the 
nine-nation European Econo- 
mic Community to help rebu- 
ild the region following a pe- 
aceful settlement to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 
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Just as Mr. Vance was ar- 
riving Mr. Begin’s office put 
out a statement challenging an 
Egyptian spokesman’s remarks 
that .Israel had promised Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to give up 
the disputed Jewish settlements 
in the Sinai desert 
“This is fiction, to put it 
mildly," the Israeli statement 
said. On the contrary, it add- 
ed. Mr. Begin had explained to 
President Anwar Sadat in Is- 
mailia last month that Israel 
ip principle was opposed to le- 
aving any Jewish settlement 
without Israeli protection. 

Earlier In the day Mr. Da- 
yan said Israel was satisfied 
with the three-point agenda 
that emerged after an intensive 
Israeli-Egyptian argument at 
the weekend. That dispute was 
settled only when Mr. Vance 
declined to fly here until an 
agenda was agreed. 

The talks, set up at the Is- 
mail! a summit in the format 
of a political committee, are 
expected to last several weeks. 
All parties have cautioned ag- 
ainst expecting early results. 
Mr. Vance expects to hand over 
to an assistant after the week- 
end. 

The Egyptian spokesman in 
Jerusalem, Mursi Saad Ed din, 
appealed tonight for an end to 
exchanges of hostile statements 
“at this delicate time.” 
Pledging to play an active 
role in the peace negotiations, 
Mr. Vance said on arrival: 
“President Carter asked me 
to join the opening of the talks 
to demonstrate our commitm- 
ent to peace. The United States 
will participate actively in the 
work (of the political commit- 
tee).” 

Mr. Vance arrived here carr- 
ying U.S. compromise proposals 
and a determination to press 
them if the momentum of the 
talks bogs down, a senior offi- 
cial aboard his plane said. 

He plans to stay here for the 
first three days of the talks, 
then stop in Cairo on his way 
back to Washington 
Mr. Vance arrived 24 hours 
later than planned after post- 
poning his departure because 
Israel and Egypt were unable 
to agree on the agenda for the 
talks. Tbe senior U.S. official 
credited his postponement de- 
cision with “helping galvanise" 


MENA says Vance 
is due in Amman 


CAIRO, Jan. 16 (R). — The 
official Egyptian Middle East 
News Agency (MENA) reported 
from Amman today that Uni- 
ted States Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance is expected to vi- 
sit Jordan following his visits 
to both Jerusalem and Cairo.

Israel is making peace 
process difficult, 
Mamdouh Salem says 


CAIRO. Jan. 16 (R). — Egypt 
adopted a tough bargaining po- 
sition as President Sadat’s pe- 
ace initiative entered what was 
seen in Cairo today as a cru- 
cial phase. 

Prime Minister Mamdouh Sa- 
lem spoke this morning of “at- 
tempts by the Israeli leader- 
ship to make the peace pro- 
cess difficult.” 

In the newspaper Al Akhbar, 
a banner headline declared: 
“Talks face difficult hours.” 

Mr. Salem, however, empha- 
sised that Egypt wished to 
press ahead with negotiation. 
He told an audience of women 
here that he trusted in “the Is- 
raeli people’s enthusiasm to 
achieve their security and pe- 
ace.” 

Indications from other offici- 
als and in the authoritative Ca- 
iro press were that the Egypti- 
ans would nonetheless prove to- 
ugh negotiators in Jerusalem. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mohammad Ibrahim Kamel fl- 
ew to Israel yesterday and in 
an arrival statement at Ben 
Guiron airport warned his ho- 
sts: “There can be no peace 
with the continued occupation 
of land. There can be no pea- 
ce without deciding the nation- 
al rights of the Palestinian pe- 
ople, foremost among which 
the right for self-determinati- 
on. 

Last minute hitch 

President Anwar Sadat earli- 
er held back Mr. Kamel's dep- 
arture until U.S. mediation re- 
solved a dispute with Israel ov- 
er tbe agenda for the talks, 
which group the foreign minis- 


ters of Egypt, Israd and the 
United States In a so-called 
-political committee.. After Mr. 
Kamel arrived in Jerusalem it 
was announced the formal ta- 
lks would be put back 24 hours 
until tomorrow.

Sadat said to have 
submitted resignation 

An East Jerusalem Arab da- 
ily reported today that Presi- 
dent Sadat handed in a resig- 
nation yesterday, but was for- 
ced to change his mind by the 
Egyptian National Security Co- 
uncil. 

The newspaper Al Shaab, qu- 
oting what it called “more than 
authoritative" sources in Egypt 
said the National Security Co- 
uncil plus unprecedented U.S. 
pressure prevailed on Mr. Sa- 
dat to stay In office. 

It said he had attempted to 
resign after a deepening sen- 
se of failure of his peace initi- 
ative spread over Egypt at the 
weekend. 

The paper said constant con- 
tacts were maintained between 
Vice President Husni Mubarak 
and the U.S. embassy in Cairo 
to avoid any dangerous develop- 
ments yesterday.

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A breath of 
fresh air 


The very dramatic move by U.S. Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance to postpone his trip to Jerusalem 
this weekend should be studied closely by the 
Americans, because we think it contains the seeds 
of their own diplomatic maturity and acumen. It has 
been the consensus of nearly everybody involved in 
the Middle East situation that- at some point, the 
Americans are going to have to use a bit of political 
muscle <to bring the Israelis into a more conciliatory 
negotiating position, particularly on the core issues 
of territorial withdrawal and the right of Palestinian 
self-determination. We suggest to the Americans 
that they mull over the incidents of this past week- 
end, and that they study the dynamics of the various 
forces that were at work. The three main forces, we 
think, were Mr. Vance’s calculated hesitation. 
President Carter’s admonitions about the gravity of 
a breakdown in the Egyptian-lsraeli talks, and 
Egyptian President Sadat’s well timed verbal ranting 
and raving about the Israelis' intransigence. Taken 
together, the three forces served to bring on an 
emergency Israeli cabinet meeting, during which the 
Israelis agreed on the contested agenda item for the 
political talks that were scheduled to take place in 
Jerusalem on Monday. 

It is rather interesting to note how, when the heat 
was on, the Israelis scrambled around a bit and came 
out with what can be reasonably called a more 
conciliatory posture. It is timely, and instructive, 
also to remember how on a previous occasion the 
Americans snapped their very substantial fingers 
and effected a very speedy Israeli action. We refer 
to the swift Israeli military pullout from southern 
Lebanon in September. 

Whether one calls it political muscle or pressure 
or whatever, the faot has been proven again that the 
special relationship between the United States and 
Israel also includes a special kind of American 
leve age that can be exercised in the service of 
moderate and reasonable aims. When the United 
States carries its full weight in this manner, it’s 
like a breath of fresh air, of which, the more the 
merrier, particularly in the service of moderate and 
reasonable goals. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT, on Monday, said in demanding control over occu- 
pied territories as "security measures” Israel has shown its 
true expansionist intentions. For -when President Anwar Sadat 
extended his hand in peace and offered Israel the security of 
a peace agreement Israel pretends that its security can only be 
guaranteed in the occupation of Arab lands. His Majesty King 
Hussein was reading the future when, ten years ago at the 
United Nations, he said that Israel must choose between peace 
and land because it cannot have both. Peace is security why, 
then, is Israel demanding control over Arab lands? -- unless it 
does not care much for peace or for security but for the 
occupation of the whole of Palestine and other Arab lands as 
well. 

AL DU STOUR said the Joint Egyptian-lsraeli Political Com- 
mittee wiil hold its meetings in Israel despite the “crisis” which 
erupted suddenly over the weekend.

New Polytechnic Institute 

in Amman sets a first in 
Mideast technical training

AMMAN, Jan. 16 — The first 
of its kind in the Middle East, 
it seems that Jordan's new Po- 
lytechnic Institute at Marka 
can hardly fail to be a success. 

It has had. to be sure, its tee- 
thing problems. Students were 
first taken on in September 
1975 when there was no ele- 
ctricity, no running water and 
not even blackboards on the 
site. 

But the college which His 
Majesty King Hussein opened 
on Sunday now boasts over 
700 students ail told, over 200 
successful graduates and some 
of the best equipment to be 
found anywhere in the world 
at this level of education. 

As reported in Sunday's pa- 
per, Dr. Suheimat, the. Direc- 
tor of the Polytechnic has an- 
nounced plans for four major 
new projects which will shortly 
be undertaken at Marka. The- 
se include an inter-Arab instit- 
ution to provide training in co- 
mputer and telecommunications 
technology, which will serve 
the whole of the Middle East 
and be financed by the Kuwait- 
based Arab Fund; an audio- 
visual aids centre; a unit for 
manufacturing science equip- 
ment for Jordan's schools; and 
general expansion of existing 
facilities so that the student 
intake can be doubled. 

Students from the polytech- 
nic are being snapped up for 
jobs even before they graduate 
and there are up to 15 appli- 
cants for every place available. 

Its success seems assured be- 
cause of the enormous demand 
in Jordan and the Middle 
East for the middle range of 
technologists. 

There are plenty of engine- 
ers. plenty of craftsmen and 
labourers but critically few site 
supervisors and senior techni- 
cians in the area. 

The poly takes Tawjihi gra- 
duates fat the age of about 18) 
and iri 6 semesters of 15 wee- 
ks each, run over two or may- 
be three years, trains them in 
one of four engineering special- 
isms: mechanical, electrical; ci- 
vil or chemical; Architecture 
and lab. Technician work is al- 
so on offer. Technical teacher- 
training will now be run as a 
sunnlementary course. 

There are at present about 


500 polytechnic students, half 
of whom come from outside 
Amman and are accomodated 
on the campus. In addition to 
this there is a Trades Train- 
ing Centre which takes 200 IS- 
IS year-olds and shares the po- 
lytechnic's workshop facilities. 
This scheme however will pr- 
obably be phased out in favour 
of more part-time training for 
people already in industry. Ev- 
en now there are evening clas- 
ses for electricians. 

The polytechnic issues dipl- 
omas rather than degrees beca- 
use a large part of the course 
is practical. The average elec- 
trical engineering student, a for 
example, spends 17 hours a we- 
ek in the lab. As well as the 
labs land there are five for the 
civil engineering department al- 
one) there are workshops whe- 
re the work is even less the- 
oretical. There for example ca- 
rs are taken to bits, and me- 
tal welded and lathed. 

The polytechnic as part of 
the Jordan First Education Pr- 
oject was given a share along 
with four other education pro- 
jects of the World Bank's gr- 
ant of about S9 million. 

Additional costs -- and a to- 
tal of JD 3 million has probab- 
ly now been spent on the poly, 
excluding the cost of the land 
- - have been borne by the go- 
vernment. But there has also 
been help to the tune of SI. 5 
million from the International 
Labour Organisation (ILO) and 
from the British government in 
the form of technical assistan- 
ce. worth upwards of £250,000. 

The ILO has an expert ad- 
vising the Trades Training Ce- 
ntre and the British now have 
three Technical Cooperation 
Officers fTCOs) who have been 
giving advice on the ordering 
and installation of equipment 
and the design of curricula. 
One British TCO is preparing 
tailor-made courses to teach 
English for special purposes. 

The language is one obvious 
problem in development. Some 
of the students are noticeably 
weak in English and while Ara- 
bic is officially encouraged as 
the medium of instruction, te- 
achers necessarily remain de- 
pendent on technical English. 
Intensive as well as regular co- 
urses are therefore run to raise 
the students' standards in En- 
glish. 

Staffing the college has po- 
sed something of a problem.

The poly has been able to arr- 
ange special contracts which 
allows them to pay more than 
the low government wages for 
teachers but it is still not ea- 
sy to lure qualified engineers 
away from well-paid jobs in 
industry. Very few have much 
experience in teaching. 

Dr. Suheimat feels however 
that the necessary staff can be 
recruited. At present he has 
a team of no less than 34 engi- 
neers, 12 lecturers. 50 technici- 
ans and 60 people in service 
jobs. Apart from foreign advi- 
sers there are only a couple 
of teachers from outside Jord- 
an. The director does not see 
staff problems acting as a ce- 
iling on later developments. 

Marka has been developing 
links with Bristol Polytechnic 
in the U.K. Bristol staff have 
been sent out by the U.K. Ov- 
erseas Development Ministry 
on lightning visits to do spe- 
cific jobs This is cheaper for 
Britain than having a full-time 
TCO and it also provides wel- 
come galvanisation for the wh- 
ole project. Marka staff have 
also been sent to Bristol for 
training. 

The British are also closely 
involved with Jordan's second 
polytechnic, to be sited at Ir- 
bid (it will open, inshallah, in 
1980). A team of experts has 
been drawing up detailed plans 
In cooperation with the archite- 
cts in hope that development 
there will be better coordina- 
ted than it was In the early 
stages at Marka. 

The Irbid polytechnic will 
deal with more specialised ar- 
eas of engineering than the one 
at Marka. There will for instan- 
ce be courses in textiles, mine- 
ral extraction, and food. 

Dr. Suheimat points out that 
Marka Polytechnic’s facilities 
could permit it. in the future. 


to raise the teaching to degree 
standard. Eut he feels that it 
is much more important to con- 
centrate on strengthening the 
links between the college and 
industry. 

He hopes that advisory coun- 
cils will be set up to cover ev- 
ery sector taught at the poly 
and he wants to expand the 
present service to part-time 
students. 

The government provides co- 
mplete grants for the studen- 
ts at the poly though on the 
understanding that they are 
then bound to the Ministry of 
Education for four years af- 
ter graduation. In fact about 
half are released to private in- 
dustry -- such is the need for 
them. Obviously it is hoped th- 
at the private sector will in re- 
turn bear a greater part of the 
responsibility for financing the 
college.’ 

Looking around the neat, 
low-lying campus, sited in an 
industrial zone beyond the air- 
port, it was difficult to be- 
lieve that any work was done 
there at all. It was all so im- 
maculately tidy --in prepara- 
tion for His Majesty’s visit. 
But even more impressive was 
the equipment. 

"It is”, one of the British 
TCOs confessed frankly, “bet- 
ter equipped than any English 
poly would be” -- better than 
the university here. He said 
they had been given "almost a 
blank cheque” when making the 
orders. 

That Jordan should become 
the technological training ce- 
ntre for the Middle East is 
not a new concept, but the de- 
velopments at Marka and even 
more the multiple projects th- 
at are planned for the near fu- 
ture seem likely ensure that 
this will happen sooner than 
most people perhaps realise.

cooperation 
agreement 
signed here 

AMMAN, Jan. 16 (JNA). — A memorandum of co- 
operation between Jordan and the European Economic 
Community (EEC) was signed at tbe National Plan- 
ning Council here this evening. Tbe memo specifics 
Jordanian projects which the EEC will help finance. 

They include the industrial zone in Amman, Irbid 
water supply from the Yarmouk River, Hasa-JWenzil 
railway line, and loans for the Industrial Develop- 
ment Bank. 

The memo also includes provisions for technical 
assistance and easy-term loans provided by the EEC 
in the fields of vocational training for the ministry of 
Education, Vocational Training Institute, the Yar- 
mouk University, the University of Jordan, the Royal 
Scientific Society, and the Agricultural Credit Corpo- 
ration along with a number of studies related to 
Jordanian development projects. 

The accord, to be put into effect this year, was 
signed for Jordan by the President of the National 
Planning Council Dr. Hanna Odeh, and for the EEC 
by the Head of the South Mediterranean Section, Mr. 
Hans Andre sen and representatives of the European 
Investment Bank. The three-day discussions were 
concluded today. 

The Minister of Industry and Commerce Dr. Naj- 
meddin Dajani today discussed with members of the 
E.E.C. delegation the support which the member sta- 
tes of the Community will give Jordan.

French premier to visit 
China to boost trade ties 


PEKING, Jan. 16 (AFP). — 
French Premier Raymond Bar- 
re will visit China Jan. 19-24 
in a bid to strengthen links 
between France and China, 
and especially boost trade bet- 
ween the two countries which 
up to now has been disappoint- 
ing. 

His visit will be the second 
most important to be made by 
a French leader since the visit 
here of President Georges Po- 
mpidou in September, 1973, 
and the second most import- 
ant one since France and Chi- 
na established diplomatic re- 
lations in January 1964. 

Mr. Barre will also be the 
firr-t western governmenr head 
to visit China since 1976 wh- 
ich saw the dearh of Chairman 
Mao Tse-tune. the disgrace of 
the "gang of four*!, the return 
to power of Teng Hsiao-ping 
and a new open foreign poli- 
cy. 

Ever since Gen. De Gaulle 
decided to establish diploma- 
tic relations with China 14 ye- 
ars ago. they have always be- 
en excellent except for a sh- 
ort time during 1967, at the 
height of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion here. 


Over the years there has 
been a strengthening of poli- 
tical and cultural ties, helped 
by frequent visits, started off 
by that of Andre Malraux in 
1965. who came “privately".

The Mayor of Irbid announced that the committee adop- 
ted new regulations to enforce speed limits according to the 
classification of roads in the area and. to prohibit driving scho- 
ols from using populated areas to train new drivers. 

Jordan International Fair in 1980 

AMMAN, Jan. 16 (JNA). — An ad hoc technical committee has 
been formed to supervise the Jordan International Industrial Fair 
scheduled to be set up in 1980 on the outskirts of Amman over 
an area of 467 dunums, an authoritative source at the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce said today. The source said that the 
aim of the exhibition is to display Jordanian industries especially 
those manufacturing for export, and to give friendly countries 
an opportunity to display their industrial products through the 
fair.

Fees must be paid before 
March 31. 1978. 


Trade with Yugoslavia to be increased 

AMMAN. Jan. 16 (JNA). — The Minister of Industry' and Com- 
merce, Dr. Najmeddine Dajani and his accompanying delegation 
returned home from Yugoslavia yesterday after a mo- day v:v.i 
for trade talks with Yugoslav officials. Dr. Dajani said upon ar- 
rival at Amman airport that the two sides signed a new trade 
agreement to replace the 1954 agreement. The new agreement 
aims at strengthening commercial, exchange and cooperation 
between the two countries. Yugoslav officials said Yugoslavia 
will import 250.000 tons of phosphate from Jordan this year, 
400,000 in 1979 and 600.000 tons in 1980, he added. 

Agriculture minister visits Jordan Valley 

AMMAN, Jan. 16 (JNA). — The Minister of Agriculture Sa!ah 
Juma’a. accompanied by his under-secretary and a number of 
officials, today inspected agricultural areas in the Jordan Valley. 
Farmers and local ministry officials told him of the needs and 
difficulties of fanning there. He is due to visit other parts of 
the Jordan Valley tomorrow. 

Labour minister invited to Sudan 

AMMAN, Jan. 16 (JNA). — The Minister of Labour Issam Ajlouni 
was yesterday invited by the Sudanese minister of Social Affairs 
to visit Sudan to discuss means of strengthening social coope- 
ration between the two countries and visit a number of social 
institutions. Meanwhile it was announced today that Mr. Ajlouni 
will open on Jan. 22 a training course for those working with 
the deaf.

Pacific power balance Hangs 
in balance as Philippines, 
U.S. renegotiate the bases 


The UJS. and the Philippines arc now engaged in a political 
poker game over the matter of U.S. bases in this country and 
its outcome could affect the power balance in Asia. 

At issue are Subic Bay naval base Just across Manila Bay in 
Zambales Province, a repair yard and anchor for the U.S. Seve- 
nth Fleet, and the Clark Air Force Base in Central Luzon, whose 
i3th air force prowls the skies of West. Pacific and Southeast 
Asia.

MANILA (AFP). — Formerly 
bearing the rear of America's 
massive mr.'itary presence in 
Asia a: the hi.-ight of the Viet- 
nam war. Subic and Clark to- 
day with 18.000 L\S. service- 
men comprise the twin spear- 
points of America's strategic 
thrust in this part of the wor- 
ld. 

Trie gut question in U.S.- 
Fhiljppines bases renegotiatio- 
ns is no longer how strategic 
they are but whose interests 
they serve and safeguard and, 
therefore, how much rental 
Washington should pay in ter- 
ms of economic and military- 
assistance. 

Other questions have to do 
with Philippine criminal juris- 
diction over erring U.S. servi- 
cemen. operational use of the 
bases as distinguished from pu- 
refv administrative controLand 
bases delimitation. But agree- 
ment on these will not be over- 
ly difficult. 

The gut issue cropped up 
rec?n:!y when Rep. Lester 
V.'n’ff. Chairman of the House 
Comm::tee or Asia-Pacific Af- 
fairs. declared a: the cJo>e of 
his visit here that Asian coun- 
tries should share the burden 
of maintaining security in the 
region. 

In elite:. Mr Wolff clearly 
implied thae since U.S. bases 
help to holster Philippine se- 
curity. both internally and ag- 
ainst an> dislocation in the 
power balance in Asia, the 
Philippines should not demand 
a jumh«.-sized rental payment. 

Philippine Defence Secretary 
Juan Ponce Enrile testily rep- 
lied that “if the U.S. cannot 
bear their rightful rr.Je in ma- 
intaining the balance of pow- 
er in this part of the world, 
they have several options to 
pursue and we in the Philippin- 
es will act accordingly.*' 

In effect. Mr. Enrile was 
saving the Philippine Republic 
could survive without Subic 
and Clark, and if Washington 
can’t cough up the rental re- 
quired. it can. among other 
things transfer these bases 


elsewhere in Asia, or simply 
pull out of the region. 

This bristling exchange sub- 
sided somewhat when after 
two days of bases calks here 
between President Ferdinand 
Marcos and State Under-Sec- 
retary for East Asia and Paci- 
fic Affairs Richard Holbrooke, 
the announcement was made 
that the talks where “intensive 
and fruitful". 

What this exactly meant 
was everybody’s guess. But it 
was clear both sides were still 
quite a distance away from an 
agreement. 

Just how much rental does 
the Philippines want? This can 
be deduced from the fact that 
President Marcos turned down 
the bases package offered by 
former State Secretary Henry 
Kissinger which involved Si 
billion in economic and mili- 
tary aid over a five-year peri- 
od. 

There have been unofficial 
American mutterings that if 
the Philinpines should prove 
intransigent, Washington can al- 
ways switch the bases to eith- 
er the Marianas Islands or Gu- 
am. about 2,500 kms. to the 
east. 

But this is hardly likely in 


the near future. Such a switch 
would involve colossal outlays 
of billions of dollars at a time 
the administration of Jimmy 
Carter is seeking to cut costs 
everywhere, including the pull- 
out of some 30,000-40,000 U-S- 
troops from South Korea. 

Simple closure of the bases 
without any switch is also un- 
thinkable since tins would rup- 
ture America's strategic chain 
in Asia and the Pacific, parti- 
cularly at a time when this 
chain is seeking readjustment 
after the withdrawal from Vi- 
etnam and Thailand on the 
Asian rimland. 

The Philippine disadvantage 
arises from the fact that if 
the talks drag on and on, the 
status quo favours Washington 
at a time the Philippines bad- 
ly needs the wherewithal to 
strengthen its economy and 
successfully prosecute the war 
against the secessionist rebels 
in the south.

The Niggers, Wogs and Coons Case! 

LONDON, Jan. 16 (R). — A man was ejected struggling from a London courtroom thf 
week after shouting protests at a judge who provoked a national controversy by ruling lha 
it uas not illegal to call coloured immigrants niggers, wogs and coons. These epithets dat 
from the days of the British Empire and figure in stories and nursery rhymes of the period bu 
they are generally considered derisory in the post-colonial era. 

As police and court attendants closed in on him, Mr. Paul Holbrow, Secretary of Britain 1 
Anti-Nazi League, shouted at Judge Neil McKinnon: “Your remarks (are) an affront to tb 
black people of this country.” Outside the Old Bailey Courthouse, Mr. Holbrow joined a doa 
other members of the league demonstrating in protest against Judge McKinnon, whose sun 
ming up a case last Friday led to the acquittal of a man charged with seeking to incite rack 
haired. 

As the storm grew over the judge’s remarks, politicians, clergymen and immigrant group 
demanded his resignation and a transcript of the one-day trial was being sent to the attorney 
general to see whether the judge erred in his summing up. 

But inside the court, at the start of another trial Judge McKinnon apologised to the jur 
for the interruption and referred to the controversy surrounding the “Niggers, Wogs u 
Coons" Case. “I do not have a single hostile thought for any member of the black con 
muni tv in this country or anywhere else for that matter.” he said.

Q.— Some time ago you 
answered a question about 
using an opening bid of two 
clubs to show specifically a 
hand of 19-21 points, regard- 
less of distribution. You re- 
marked that you thought 
that particular range gave 
you the worst of all worlds. 
Would you please explain in 
more detail?— E. Miller. 
Beverly Hills, Calif. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 

A.— It is simply a matter of 
weighing possible loss against 
probable gain. As 1 see it, the 
only time you stand to gain 
from using a 19-21 two club 
opening are those eases where 
opener has a maximum and 
responder has a hand that might 
pass an opening bid of one In a 
suit, yet the hands fit well 
enough to produce a game. 

Even then, you can probably 
cut the number of cases when 
that might happen by half, to 
those where opener has a major 
suit. When opener holds 19-21 
points and opens one of a minor, 
responder will normally strain 
to Keep the bidding open if he 
holds a major. 

As against that, this conven- 
tional use of two clubs might 
actually prevent a good game 
from being reached, for re- 
sponder might be reluctant to 
take any action after a two dub 
opening because of the level of 
the auction. Consider these 
bands: 

a) *x Vxxx OKQlDxx ♦xxxx 

b) ♦xxx ‘TKJlOxx Ox ♦Jxxx 

a) Assume that partner opens 
two dubs showing 19-21 points, 
and, over your negative re- 
sponse of two diamonds, he re- 
bids two spades. Can you afiord 
to bid three diamonds and run 
the risk that partner does not 
have a fit and may have to re- 
treat to three spades on a not 
overly robust suit? However, if 
partner opened one spade, yon 
might try one no trump on the 


theory that, no matter what he 
rebids except for two spades, 
you are bound to arrive at a bet- 
ter spot.

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Italy faces major 
crisis as Andreotti 
government resigns 

ROME, Jan. 16 (Agencies). 

— Christian Democratic Prime 
Minister Giulio Andreotti to- 
day resigned after rejecting de- 
mands from three parties, in- 
cluding the Communists, for 
an emergency government. 

The fall of Italy's 39th gov- 
ernment in 35 years may bring 
on a political crisis that could 
take weeks to resolve, accor- 
ding to well-informed sources. 

They said President Giovanni 
Leone was almost certain to 
ask Signor Andreotti to try 
to form a new government. 

The Communists, together 
with the Socialists and Repub- 
licans, withdrew their indirect 
support for Signor Andreotti's 
17-month-old minority adminis- 
tration on Saturday after the- 
ir demands for inclusion in an 


emergency government had 
been rejected. 

Signor Andreotti, a veteran 
of 30 years in politics, is now 
expected to try to work out 
a compromise between the 
Communist calls for inclusion 
in tbe future administration 
and firm Christian Democratic 
opposition to such leftwing de- 
mands. 

But it was not clear whether 
he could reach an agreement, 
as he did in August, 1976. 

At that time he was able 
to win the indirect backing of 
the Communists, Socialists, 
Republicans, Social Democrats 
and Liberals in forming his 
minority government. 

The importance of the issue 
at stake contrasted sharply 
with the low-key adopted by 
Christian Democrats and Co- 


mmunists in talks on a new 
government formula. 

Both have taken care to av- 
oid threats or a rupture which 
could reciprtate the country in- 
to an early legislative election 
which neither wants at pres- 
ent. 

Both are anxious to avoid 
bringing about a deterioration 
of the situation already made 
unstable by rising unemploy- 
ment and terrorism. 

The chances of Communists 
entering the next Italian gov- 
ernment seem slim and tbey 
themselves are no longer in- 
sisting on it as a price for co- 
operation. But it is likely the 
Communist Party will press 
for a bigger share in decision- 
making of any future governm- 
ent formed by the Christian 
Democrats, observers said.

Heath: Israel must revise tactics 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (R). — 
Mr. Edward Heath, the former 
British Prime Minister who 
has recently toured the Mid- 
dle East, stated yesterday that 
the Israelis should re-examine 
their negotiating tactics. 

"The announcement made 
since President Sadat’s visit 
about extending or at least 
strengthening Jewish settleme- 
nts in Sinai and on the West 
Bank have more than irked 
the Arab negotiators," he said 
in an article in the Sunday 
Times. 

"They have led many to 
question the Israelis* integrity. 
One of those present at the 
meeting at Ismail ia told me 
he had not realised until then 


how little the Israelis under- 
stood about the working of the 
Arab mind. 

"The United States and the 
European governments carry a 
heavy responsibility at this 
time. Their leaders should sta- 
te clearly not only that they 
strongly support President Sa- 
dat's initiative but that this 
is the best chance we have had 
for 30 years of ensuring a 
permanent peace in the Mid- 
dle East." 

Mr. Heath, who met Egyp- 
tian and Israeli defence minis- 
ters as well as Middle East le- 
aders such as President Sadat 
and President Hafez Assad 
during his tour, said President 
Sadat believed that success re- 


quired a settlement during the 
next two or three months and 
that otherwise the momentum 
would be tost. 

"In the event on failure, no 
one I met has any doubt that 
the Arab World will become so 
cynical about both the genui- 
neness of the Israeli desire for 
a settlement and the willing- 
ness of Europe and the United 
States to support a real attem- 
pt to secure this by the Arab 
leaders that these countries 
would turn instead to the So- 
viet- Union for supplies and 
make another military attempt 
to regain their land from the 
Israelis," the former British 
Conservative Party leader wro- 
te. 


USSR, Ethiopia 

accused of plans 
to invade Somalia 


MOGADISHU. Jan. 16 (AFP) 
— Ethiopia, the Soviet Union 
and its allies are poised to in- 
vade Somalia by land, sea and 
air. Information Minister Abdel- 
Kasstm Salah Hassan said he- 
re today. 

He said the Soviet and Cu- 
ban defence ministers were se- 
cretly In Addis Ababa where 
the invasion plan was being 
master-minded. 

The Kremlin policy-makers 
and their Warsaw Pact allies 
were responsible for coordina- 
ting the invasion, he added. 

The minister appealed to the 
world at large, and "especially 
friendly and peaceful countries 
to fully support Somalia to 
quell this sinister invasion 
plan." 

The minister recalled that 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
had recently called for peace 
initiatives in the Horn of Afri- 
ca and had expressed growing 
concern about the sophisticat- 
ed weapons and Soviet and 
Cuban troops being poured in- 


to Ethiopia. 

These peace calls had n* 
with baseless accusations f ra 
Ethiopia, the Soviet Union «n 
its allies, the minister said.
